H E bill, imposing a tax upon Sal*, 
^eing on us passage, and th« 
4uestion being put, by yeua and nays, 
Mr. Hanson rose,— 


He said, as, from appearances, tlu 
bill wa» about to pass aub'tilcnio, 
he 
would oifer no apology lor claiming the 
attention of the House, fur a few minutes, 
upon o <|UQ.siion so iroportant.-~>But ui 
auUmitting a few plain and obvious sug- 
gesuons, he bv no means intended to go 
uito a general investigation, and discus 
sion of the merits of the system of rcve 
nuc devised by the coinmitice of financc, 
lie would not follow the puerile exampU- 
of ai(nuig at a display of deep rciearch, 
nor consume hours in extiibuing iht 
demerits of the still more important sys 
tein, it was the province of the comnm- 
lee to provide for. 
Reserving himseil 
for at» approaching and more proper oc- 
casion, he should avoid the introductioii 
of topica involving a discussion gfoui 
Foreign Relations. 


Mr. 11. said, Ins present purpose ^vas, 
briefly, to expose, and, if to be effected 
by any eiforts from a quarter so obnox- 
ious, to defeat, what he deemed on un- 
dignified attempt on the pun of this go- 
vernment to practice, a gross deception 
upon the public creditors, and to decoy 
the monied interests of the country— 
He said, until the wonderful year, 1813, 
which it would seem, in this hemis- 
phere at least, that advances had been 
made with such inconceivable celerity 
towards a state of infinite human per- 
fcctibiliiy—he would venture to bay,thai 
a luce artoinaly in finsncc, a similar de- 
parture from the principles of polilital 
economy was never before heard of, as 
a system of revenue, to go into opera- 
tion infuiuro, 
and limited to a short pe- 
riod after the war, under the existing 
peculiar circumstances of the country. 
—What 
were 
those circumstances ? 
War had been engaged in with a pow- 
erful enemy, possessing all thi: nicaii», 
ahd if the spcculi'.lon of its authors were 
correct, and driven on by considerations 
of interest and natural policy to inflict 
upon this country every injury wlucli 
those means piuced within her power.— 
The preparations made and means de- 
vised to conduct the war to an honorable 
and succcssful i^suci had been hitherto 
wholly inadecjuate. Cut off from the ac- 
cubtjmed source of pecuniary supply, 
by the selection of the enemy made by 
adininisuation—our comnieici-vl reve- 
nue bbing dded up 
by the war with 
Circat-iSruain, the only remaining reli- 
ances for the Ways and Means were 
loans and internal taxation, t he former 
rcJiance Jcj[)'.'mlcd u|)on the latter. Mo- 
ney could not be borrowed, without cre- 
ating in go-jd faith, a solid sulUcient 
public fund L-4ual lo the payment of the 
interest auil looking to the gradual ex- 
tinction of the ttiiiouiit to be borrov.ed ; 
the expences to be nicurred ; the public 
debt to De crcatid. 
The enquiry then 
wai, whether the system submitted by 
the cuniiJiKtcC ol iiuance was calculatcd 
io maintain the public laith and credit— 
It was worthy of serious coiisideraliun, 
that the very revenue arising from our 
commerce, which vvas no.v rcduccd to 
a mere name, had been already 
thrice 
/ilcdni-d, and mat these very pledges 
lud been rendeied valueless by inakmg 
the treasury bills (for the redempiion of 
whicli the same lund was again pledged j 
receivable for the custom-house dues 
— Fhe eight million commercial fund 
s'.ated for the exunguishnifnt of the old 
public debt, had also been pledged foi 
the reimbursement of >. .e eleven 
million 
/ui^, ii.- «i^ teen million luan^ and lastly 
for ihe rederopiinn of trie treasury bill« 
These trca'iury bills had no intrinsic va- 
ue ; liie currcncy they gained was ow- 
,,ig to an artiliviid value imparted to 
tiieax by the fund pledged for their re- 
deiiipuon,which lund no longer existed, 
being destroyed together witu our com- 
merce. 
Of course the fund created and 
pledged for the old debt, the loan of 
eleven millions, the loan of sixteen mil- 
lions, and for the redemption of the trea- 
sury bills, consisted only of those bills. 
I hus was the public fatth violated, and 
might the credit of the government b« 
reduced, if not as low as it was during 
the WW of the revolution, at least to a 
point of the most alarming dcpressioti. 


It was to be recollected also, thai the 
two loans already negociated were in aa- 
ticipation of this system of taxes, which 
was expected to give to govei nmont the 
credit necessary to enable and entitle ii 
to go into the market upon advantage- 
ous termt. 
Future and necessary loans 
wore 10 be uegucuted upon the faiih of 
the system, instead of giving the go- 
vernment wrcdit, was csdculftted t« dc«

u of the government was lo be taken 
way when most required. 
These pub- 
lic creditors, and the monied men of the

nules—as stubborn and stupid as mules, 
vould consider the faith ot administra- 
lon violated, and 
the public

An individual might as well attempt 
•o borrow a sum of money for 20 years, 
•y offering security for two years, and 
leaving the lender to take his chance 
ior the residue of the time, as for go- 
vernment to expect to raise money lo 
carry on this war, upon the faith of & 
system of revenue to expire a year after 
'he war, and perhaps never l o g o into 
operation. 


What 
is the course of 
reasoning 
which, even men of ordinary minds» of 
the most obtuse dull apprehension (and 
we all know, said Mr. Hanson, that spe- 
culators in the funds are not of that class 
of men who are deficient in acuteness,) 
would naturally and at once adopt 
- 
They would see through the tenuous 
veil which covered the deception, as 
quickly as the rays of the rising sun 
[>ierce and dispel the morning miai— 
They would come at once to the con- 
clusion, that the government security, 
which 
they 
considered 
as 
solemnly 
pledged 
when 
they 
contracted 
for 
the loan, was now as solemnly 
with- 
held. 
Having invested 
a 
consider- 
able amount of money in the stocks, 
and being deeply interested in keeping 
up the price, they might manccuvre to 
answer that object, but as ceriaudy as 
the effect tollowed the 
cause, they 
would go secretly into the market and 
sellout,

To Mr. Hanson's mind it was clear, 
the passage of the bill in their present 
lorm would be destructive of the pub- 
lic credit.

In all other matters by a 
sort of political ambidextrousness said 
Mr. H. you may hood-wink, deceive 
and controul the people, you may guide 
the j.opular sentiment and feeling, but, 
in aflair» of money 
they will think 
and act for themselves. 
Here, 
saiu 
he, parly 
prejudice and passion fan 
you, for we have had abundant prool, 
bincb this disastrous war commenced, 
that there is with a certain description 
of thorough going patriots no percepu 
ble conncciion between their pair.ot 
ánd their 
pockets. 
Indeed 
in those 
sections of country most clamorous fui 
war, there was very little if any thin¿ 
worth naming contributed to carry i, 
on. 
The very states that were respon- 
sible for tlie measure, that were open- 
mouthed 
for the 
declaration of wai 
who " pledged" their '' lives and 
for- 
tunes and sacred honors" in its suppori 
over and over again until it became as 
a talc thrice told ;—these same life anu 
fortune 
states deserted the governmei. 
in the hour of its utmost need, 
t r a p y 
professions 
and 
vain boastings con- 
stituted the sum and stock of their amor 
fiatrix. 
Bttcause you no longer relicu 
upon appeals to their 
angry passions 
and political prejudices, but resorieu 
to draft« upon their pocketa. This was 
all very natural and in precise confpi- 
raity with tiie history and nature of all 
governments wnere the people is the 
supreme 
power. 
It 
partook of tiic 
selfishness and sordid qualities which 
belon;» 
to 
the composition 
of ma.. 
How then 
Mr. H. 
asked would this 
sordid, selfish animal man, in the cha- 
racter uf a public creditor, a loan coii 
tractor, or a speculator 
in the funü. 
reason upon this subject ? Determined 
to take care of himself, and to watc.. 
and guard his interests at least as tc.i 
derly as administration seemed resol v 
ed to nurse its popularity eventhougi 
at the cost of the faith and credit of lU 
government, the loan contractor 
wi u 
an Eagle eye 
would scrutinize in«, 
measures of government, would o/i. 
or 
dote 
his hand as it secured 
«hrunk from the responsibility of enaci

Mr. H. said he took it these creditors 
and the 
monisd 
men 
irould reason 
pretty 
much in 
this way. 
A distant 
day was fixed for this obnoxious »ystem 
to take efTect, thatadininistraiion might 
be enabled to take the chance of events, 
and if after feeling the public pul.se by 
the mere passage of the tax bills in 
their 
present 
inoperative 
form 
it 
should be found the people would not 
bear this defective system of taxation \ 
why then the tax laws might or might 
not be repealed b«foro they took effcci 
according to the 
happening of events. 
What were the 
events which would 
resolve them upon the course of turning 
the deluded creditors adrift to make 
the best of a bad bargain, and to fimi 
their way as well as they could out of 
their difl&cultiea I They were simply 
and solely 
ibese—the 
restoration of 
France to her lost power on the conti- 
nsnt of Europe, or the. complete and

The 
consequent failure, or refusal to nego- 
ciato a treaty of peace with England, or 
the negotiation of such a treaty in good 
laith from hard neeessity. 
Mr. Han- 
son, nad nut a doubt, if Bvnaparte re- 
covered from the blow he had received 
Ml Rusbia, and regained tiis foot-oold in 
the subjugated states that were strug- 
gling to throw ofl' the yoke, that then 
tlier© would be no treaty, 
and vice 
versa. 
But, he said, be these events, 
which were in the womb of time, as 
they might, the character of adminiatra- 
lion, the laith and credit of government 
were gone, if an efTicient, permanent, 
solid system of revenue was not esta- 
blished, meeting the expectation of the 
public creditors, and 
redeeming the 
pledge 
given by government, at the 
ume a system ot internal revenue was 
first 
rccommonded 
and 
reported to 
Congress. 


Mr. H. added, he had no question 
that the scheme of revenue as dif;ebied, 
methodized, altered and subnmied to 
the house, with the two roservati 
of 
postponement and limitation, wa-i the 
I result of a compromise , thai a majori- 
ty could not be carried alone to support 
ii, but for the modification embracing 
these reservations ; and that amajoriiy 
, could not be induced to vote far the taxes 
bui upon the express oondf.ion and ex- 
pecuiion that tlicy would never take 
effect ; or if it wai impossible to stran- 
j-lc the system at the next session of 
I Congress, that they should cease with 
the war.

the gentleman fr^m^ Maryland would

Mr. Hanson said he adverted to cir- 
cumstances within the knowledge of 
, every gentleman in the house. 


Tne circumstances that had passed 
in review before the house, the appear- 
ances exhibited, and the early opposi- 
tion made by tome of the majority to 
the taxes, who with difficulty* 
were re- 
conciled to them, left no doubt upon his 
mind that their support must be the re- 
sult of a compromise upon the basis ol 
a modification such as he nad mentioned. 


A few words, said Mr. H. upon tiic 
subject of the popularity of the war.— 
They who at the last sessioa vociferated 
tne popularity of the war, and boasted in 
Sieiitorian tones of the general deter- 
mination of the people to prosecute it 
with vigor, and avenge the blood alrea- 
dy spilt upon our frontier, well knew the 
bcnumont of the people ran in an oppo- 
site current 
-When he spoke of tuc 


people, he meant the sound substantial 
.»alive population of the couHtry, and not 
ilie dregs and feculence of foieign states 
vomited upon our shores by the convul- 
sions in the old countries. If he was mis- 
taken 111 his computation, how happened 
It, that the last Congress,which declared 
liic war,and whose especial bounden duty 
11 was to supply the means of carrying 
it on, studiously shunned an appeal to 
that unerring test, that toucb-utone of 
sincerity and patriotism—/Ac pocket 7 
If the war was so popular ; if the people- 
preferred wa- to peace, the necessary 
measures growing oul of a state of war 
would have been populir, c. at least, 
they would hi;.ve be^n submitted to, ai>d 
a resort to them being 
unavoidable, 
would not have endangered a loss J 
,>owcr. 
But no—-the pulse of the p c 
pic had been felt the public feeling ah^. 
spirit had been tested in anot'.ier and an 
.idirect way ; the loan-buoks were o- 
pcned, with a strong appeal to the libe- 
rality, the 
raunifiience, 
and patriotism

It was fair and natural to con* 
elude, that they who would not volun« 
tecr ihcir aid to ihe government, would 
ill brook coni^uliiou—lhallhey who ha4 
nothing lo icnd, Would not tMar.^xao» 
tion—that they who hiad nothing to put 
out lo iutercsi in the funds, would hare 
still less to satisfy the tax gatherer.— 
Fhe gO'ày was therefore gWen to Ih« 
taxes for/he 
want qf time to fta»» 
tht 
bills,md tnpice this extra«etsion of Con* 
gress, called at an inconvenient oppres* 
. sive season to do what the last Congress 
shrunk from performing in the hour*of 
trial. 
Let then this Congress supfii/ 
the omissions of their predecessors, but 
in undertaking to do so let them be as 
trite to avoid falling into greater error%, 
by attempting to practice upon the pie* 
sumed ignorance and stupidity of a clas® 
of citizens as well qualified totivoid a 
gull-trap as the wily author of the sys- 
tem» 


From principle and the best convic- 
tions of the underst^ciing, Mr. H. said 
he was opposed to the whole system, a^ 
well on account of its d e f ^ t s and defor- 
mities, as upon the ground of their be- 
ing supply byjs to carry on the war s 
"but he would not then go into a discus- 
sion of the general policy of the war, tho 
mode of conducting it, and the fearful 
consequences to which it might lead.
